Bertillon’s famous system for the identifica- 
tion of criminals will be utilized by the 
United States government in the enforcement 
of the Chinese exclusion laws, and after its 
adoption there will be an 
of substitution generally adopted by clever 
Chinese labor providers. The system will be 
established and maintained at the ports of 
entry at the Beginning of the fiscal year if 
the recommendations of Secretary Shaw in 
this regard are adopted by congress. 

The secretary of the treasury has suggest- 
ed that the appropriation for the administra- 


} tion of the Chinese exclusion laws be in- | 
| creased from $200,000 to $500,000, and that as 


-much of the amount aa is necessary be avail- 
‘able for tLe establishment of the Bertillon 
method of identification. 


Since the enactment of the Chinese exclu- } 


sion laws the immigration officials have ex- 
perienced the greatest difficulty in their ad- 
ministration,-as the Chinese are such adepts 
in the art of counterfeiting it has been com- 
paratively an easy matter for them to forge 
certificates, which were the means of secur- 
ing entry to thousands of immigrants in vio- 
lation of law. 

There is such a striking resemblance be- 
tween all Chinese that it would be an easy | 
matter for the entire population of China to 
palm themselves off as twin brothers, and 
this curious fact has been a great stumbling

Bertillon’s system is now regarded by 
police and governmént officials throughout 
‘the civilized world as perfect in the identi- 
fication éf those who have been measured by 
it. The skull, hands, knuckles, and other 
bones are measured by the instruments in 
such @ manner as to make it possible to 
identify without question all persons who 
have been subjected to this process even if 
they live for many years after they were 
measured. It will be easy, therefore, when a |

Charles Laspe Says That Holiday Is No 
Time for a ‘Quarrel and a Moment 
Later He Falls After an Exchange 
| of Shots—Charles Mason, the Slayer, 
Declares That He Fired in. Self-De- 
fense—Versions ot the Affair Differ 


* Boys, it's Ghristiids night, 80 don’t make

With these words hardly uttered Charles 
Laspe faced a pistol last night and a moment 
afterward fell dead with a bullet through his 

The man who shot him, Charles Mason, 
who is scarcely out of his ‘teens, was shot 
in the shoulder with a bullet the 
of the man he killed. 

That Laspe was murde 
he stood behind the bar of his saloon ty 
Ontario street is the story told by two ‘wit- 


| nesses of the shooting. Mason, who is under 


arrest at the East Chicago avenue police sta- 
-tion, tells a different story, and his version of 
the affair is borne out by the statements of 
his brother anda fricnd. 

Besides the youth who fired the fatal shot, 
four men are locked up at the Kast Chicago 


| avenue station in connection with the affair. 


They are Jerry Mason, Adolph Mueller, 
Charlies Hoek, and George Korn, all of whom 
live in the neighborhood of Franklin and 
Ontario streets. | 


Story of the 

According to the story told:by Heek, he and 
Korn were standing at the bar taking a drink 
with Laspe when Mason and Mueller came 
in. Mueller and Mason first called for beer, 
and after they had tasted it told Laspe that 
it was not fit to drink. Their drinks were 
‘changed to whisky, and later Mueller gaid 
the drink had made him in, and began to 
abuse Laspe. 

Mason joined in the’ quarrel and took 
Mueller’s part, finally rushing out of the sa- 
loon to his room. next door, and returning a 
moment later with his brother. 

As he came up to the bar, according to 
Hoek, Laspe declared that Christmas was no 
‘time to quarrel, but Mason returned a 
threatening answer and accused Laspe of 
mistreating Mueller. | 

Laspe started to reply, when. Mason drew 
a.revolver and fired, Laspe also firing at al- 
most the same instant. Mason retreated be- 
hind the stove, still firing, and at the er 
shot Laspe fell to the floor. 


. Other Version of the Affair.

When Mason was arrested he appeared per- 
fectly at ease and smiled several oe dur- 
ing his recital. eg 

“I went into Laspe's place gota drink 
of beer,” he sald.

let Mueller alone, and then he began abus- 
ing me. He said that if we didn't like the

as one city, not three. Divisional lines ought 
to be obliterated as far as possible. A street 
car passenger should be carried over the 
most direct route between any two points 
within the city limits for a single fare. 
Complete unification of ownership and man- 
agement is the best plan for realizing the 
‘one city, one fare’ fden. The same end 
can be accomplished, however, but in a net 
satisfactory manner under divisional owner- 
ship by a plan of through routing of cars, 
joint use of tracks, and interchangeable 
transfers. To a still less satisfactory degree 
the same end can be accomplished by the 
interchange of transfers between companies 
without joint use of tracks. . 

* Routes through the business district 
ought to be substituted for downtown ter- 
minals wherever possible. Outside the busi- 
ness district, too, the best results would 
follow from connecting the detached lines 
now found on several streets and operating 
cars over such lines from end to end on the 
through route principle. | 


Gives Estimate of Cost. 


“ A plan is presented fora new reorganized 
and unified combined surface and subway 
railway system comprising the lines of the 
City railway company, the Union Traction 
company, the Chicago General railway com- 
pany, and the Chicago Consolidated Trac- 
tion company within the city limits and new 
lines necessary to properly connect the now 
disconnected parts of the system. 

“The total single track mileage of this 
system as outlined would be about 745 miles, 
and its estimated cost, if constructed new, 
with everything first class throughout, but 
exclusive of subways, would be $70,000,000. 
Adding $20,000,000, the cost of the subways, 
constructed according to plan No. 2, would 
make the total cost of the new system com- 
plete $90,000,000. With subway plan No, 1 
instead of No. 2 the total cost of the new 
unified system would be $85,500,000. 

“A unified company could afford to con- 
duct the transportation business of Chicago 
on the basis of a single fare for a continuous 
ride anywhere within the city limits. The 
present individual companies, by the inter- 
change of transfers, could afford to do the 
same thing provided they were properly pro- 
tected against the fraudulent use of trans- 
fers, but it would be at a greater cost to 
themselves, and with greater inconvenience 
to passengers, than would be the case under 
unified management,

“The junction points are the ultimate lim- 
iting factor of the capacity of the Union El- 
evated loop, At the present time, however, 
the platform stations are the limiting factor. 
The first and simplest way to increase the ca- 
pacity of the loop is to lengthen the station 
platforms so that two trains can load and 
unload at a station at the same time. When 
the capacity of the junction points fis reached 
added facilities can be provided by building 
stub end terminals just outside the loop. 

‘The terminal capacity of the loop would 
be increased by dividing the present loop 
into four smaller loops, but presumably there 
would be public objection to such a plan be- 
cause it would involve incumbering more 
downtown streets with elevated structures, 
and it is therefore not recommended. 

“The ideal solution of the elevated loop 
problem ‘would be to utilize the loop struc- 
tures.as sections of through routes between , 
the different sections of the city.” 

As to the Tunnels. : 

As to tunnels the report says: 

“Tt is inadvisable to attempt to lower the 
present river tunnels and at the same time 
retain them for surface raliway use, for the 
reason that lowering the tunnels to a suf- 
ficient depth to accommodate future river 
traffic would involve extending the tunnel ap- 
proaches at least a block farther into the 
business district. In the interests of naviga- 
tion, therefore, the tops of the tunnels ought 
to be promptly removed, leaving the lower 
parts of one or perhaps two for utilization 
later as parts of a future subway system.” 

The report asserts the growth of population 
in Chicago since 1837 has been at the rate of 
8.6 per cent per year compounded, and is now 
progressing at the rate of 7.7. For the last 
nine years the increase in traction traffic has 
been at the rate of 5 per cent per annum, of 
which the increase for the surface lines has 
been 1.5 per cent per annum, while from 1894 
to 1901 the increase of the surface lines has 
been at the rate of 6.3 per cent per annum and 
of elevated roads 26 per cent perannum. —

This*svill make it easy 
for the students in the professional-schools 
to take a twenty minutes’ run out to thefield 
to engage in football, Baseball, or track work.
